wfil b» unveiled at Charlotte, the capi- 
tal ot Mecklenburg, a beautiful granite 
Bhafl to order to emphasize for all 
time a circumstance that seems to be 
one of the romances of American his- 
tory. 
Mecklenbnrg County was called af- 


ter Princess Charlotte of Meeklenburg- 
"Shelfta and was early peopled bv a 
hardy yeomanry of Germcn and Scotch 
- and Irish stock. They were convinced 
Qsat Bothing was to te gained by dal- 
lying- with England and that the only

Englishmen

Americans was to give them a sound 
drubbing.

ing aa a. writer or delivering a lecture 
on a political discourse to all within 
sound: of his voice. The great world 
did not then as now heed what Crispi 
said, but Crispi's accuracy and judg- 
ment and unwavering self confidence 
were then manifest features of' the 
character of the man who was preach- 
ing the political regeneration of Italy 
at night and manufacturing bombs in 
the daytime. The wondering Italians 
taught from youth to respect ortho-

throughput the "United State*, in honor 
of the men who pawed with the' Maine, 
and there have been many requiem 
masse* in the Roman Catholic church- 
es for the repose of the soul* of the 
men who went down in the battle- 
ship. But high mass ashore and high 
mass afloat are two different matters. 
The writer happened to be present at 
the only high mass of the Roman 
Catholic Church that was ever cele- 
brated on an American- man-of-war. 
There are two Roman Catholic chap- 
lains In the United States navy, and 
each of them recites the low mass of 
his creed aboard his vessel every Sun- 
day morning, as well as on the holy 
days ot obligation. These masses are 
in general pretty well attended by the 
enlisted men of all manners of relig- 
ious belief, and the officers not infre- 
quently attend the masses In a body. 
But it was on the United States cruiser 
Baltimore, when that fine vessel was 
anchored in the harbor of Honolulu 
In January, 1896. that the first high 
mass in the history of the American 
navy was chanted. 


The Baltimore, on her way from 


China to the United States, with her 
"homeward-bound" pennant 
stream- 


ing 200 feet in her wake, steamed into 
a terrible typhoon a few days after 
leaving the coast of Japan, and, hove 
to and wallowing in the thick of it for 
eight 
days, came near foundering. 


When she rounded Pearl Harbor Point 
on the island of Oahu, and crawled to, 
her anchorage in the harbor of Hono- 
lulu she was a pretty rusty-looking 
craft, with her cutters stove in, her 
davits twisted and torn off, her chain 
rails carried away, and her fighting 
tops lowered to the deck to prevent 
excessive rolling. 
Officers and men. 


were glad to get into port, for their 
danger had been most imminent. Two 
seamen had been carried away by the 
green seas that washed the h'igh- 
standing tcp-gallant fo'c'sle, and there 
were a lot of broken heads, ribs, legs, 
and arms among the men forward. 
The ship's carpenter, a warrant offlcer. 
died of his injuries the day the Balti- 
more steamed into Honolulu harbor, 
and was buried in the beautiful Nuu- 
anu valley of Honolulu, under the 
shadow of the Punchbowl, with navai 
honors. 


The chaplain of the Baltimore wai a 


young Roman Catholic priest, a schol- 
ar, an athlete, and a finished man gen- 
erally, born arid educated In .Maryland. 
He decided to have high mass as a 
special ceremony of thanksgiving on 
the Sunday following the Baltimore's 
casting her mudhook in the harbor of 
Honolulu. This was aa impressive a 
religious ceremony as any ever seen 
or heard ia a great cathedral. It waa 
celebrated on the ship's wide and long 
berth-deck forward. The carpenter's 
gang-built an altar especially for the 
occasion. 
Some of the men got shor« 


liberty and gathered the gorgeous wild 
flowers that bloom in the woodlands 
around Honolulu. Then they d«corat- 
ed the altar, which, when its orna- 
mentation was completed, was a won- 
derful blaze of color. Two young ap- 
prentice-boys served as acolytes, hab- 
ited in cassocks and surplices. The 
fact that these two chubby boys strove 
to be consistent and emulative ruf- 
fians under the ordinary conditions ol 
man-o'-war life did not militate, in the 
minds of the uniformed worshippers 
against the impre«slveness of the mass 
which they served. 
Nor did the rat- 


tling of the double irons of the half- 
dozen prisoners, confined up forward 
in the "brig" in full view of the con- 
gregation, have any disconcerting ef. 
feet.

The most delicate tools 
and measuring instruments were made 
specially for iu" construction. The 
preliminary work iu the making of 
the watch was very expensive, and the 
selling price is j£250.—Westminster 
Gazette. 


A »ur Sinnkelen Powder. 


At the United States torpedo station 


at Newport a smokeless powder has 
beeu developed and is used in the 
rapid-nre gnus np to six inches cali- 
ber, and is intended as well for guns 
of all calibers. This powder is a mix- 
ture of soluble and insoluble nitro- 
cellulose, with the addition of about 
nineteen percent, of nitrates of barium 
and potassium and a small amount of 
calcium, carbonate. 
It is made in th* 


form of sheet* or ribbons 15-1000 of 
the caliber of the gun, and in length 
equal to tuat of the powder chamber. 
In appearance these sheets have a yel- 
lowish gray color, and smooth aurfaoe, 
with a consistency resembling gin*. 
Nitre-cellulose i« another form of gun 
cotton, and result* from treating pot- 
ton flbar with nitric acid. 


Pack in layers, having everything as 


3at as possible. 
This economizes 


room. All delicate apparel should be' 
wrapped separately in tissue paper or 
towels, and sleeves of fine gowns should 
be stuffed out with newspapers, also 
the crowns of hats and bonnets, after 
which they may be pinned (hat pins) 
to the bottom or sides of hat boxes to 
keep them from shaking -about: 


Aigrettes and other high adornments

Fold the front breadth of

Never double over the bottom of 


skirt if it is longer than the trunk. 
Double from the top- instead, where 
there is no stiffening to hold creases. 
Fold the waist* Inside out as smoothly 
as possible and stuff out the loops of 
large bows with newspapers. 
: 


Hose, undergarments, etc., may be 


saved out to tuck into cornet* and 
spaces to keep the layers from jarring. 
The main point is to keep a smooth 
surface in packing, placing layer upon 
layer, and when bulky articles are put 
in building around them until yon 
have a smooth surface again. Never 
crowd breakable articles in the corn- 
ers Or sides, rather wrap them in news- 
papers and place among the clothing. 


Some may advise you to carry bot- 


tles in your trunk. 
Don't do it, un- 


less, of course, they are done up 
chemist' fashion. 
We have carried 


shoe dressing and preserves among 
clothing several times, but the last 
time it was not a success, aud so we 
advise you to take such urtieles b" 
hand, or paok by themselves and send 
by express.—New York Ledger.
